REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
because the prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed invention which 
including the specific structures such as: a floating plate attached so as to be 
movable in a diametrical direction with respect to a center axis of the apparatus 
body, the floating plate to be mounted on a workpiece holding device for holding 
the workpiece; a fastening rod provided in the apparatus body so as to be 
reciprocable in an axial direction, a lock plate for fastening the floating plate is 
attached to the fastening rod; and a plurality of aligning pistons having taper 
surfaces engaged respectively with a plurality of aligning holes formed in the 
floating plate, the aligning pistons being mounted on the apparatus body so as to 
be reciprocable in the axial direction these in combination w/ the rest of the 
claimed limitations (see claim 1).
